LONDON, Aug. 22-The icy grip 


of the Arctic loosed a 33-year hold 
today and gave up the bodies of 
three 
daring 
adventurers, who 


were lost in an attempt to fly 
across the North Pole in 1897. 


A Central News Dispatch from 


Oslo reported that a group of Nor- 
wegian hunters, penetrating the 
unchartered wastes of Franz Josef 
land in search of game, stumbled 
across the tattered remains of 
Salomon August Andree, long lost 
Swedish engineer, and two com- 
panions who left ,Spitzbergen in 
1897 on an attempt to cross the 
pole in a balloon. 


The bodies, identified by shreds 


of clothing preserved by the frigi3 
air of the artic, as well as docu- 
ments and .dairies which withstood 
the ravages of time and the ele- 
ments, were located in the sham- 
hies of a temporary camp appar- 
ently established by the advent- 
urers after their balloon made a 
forced descent hundreds of miles 
from the nearest outpost of civili- 
zation.- 
Few details of the discovery have 
been received, but the Oslo dis- 
patch reported Andree's own diary 
had been found. Of the notes 
which must have detailed a tragic 
account of the adventurer's strug- 
gle against inevitable death. The 
only indication contained, m the 
dispatch was that Andree had out- 
lived bis companions, and has per- 
ished in incredible solitude days or 
•weeks after his companions had 
succumbed 
from 
starvation, in-

Moreover, even without the 
sun, some activity was 
possible. 


There were always the 
twilight 


hours of noontime provided by the 
moon. 


Obviously, however, no 
aerial 


flights could be made, and only the 
most urgent travel with dog sleds;

A dim- 
mish gray diffused through the at- 
mosphere with now and then an 
aurora flickering faintly and far

Poking their heads out of doors 
into the impenetrable gloom of the j 
Ross Field's midnight, Byrd's men 
would almost have sworn on occa-1 
sion that they heard birds singing, j 
Sometimes two of them would look ' 
sharply at one another in wonder- 
ment as their ears caught sounds 
which were unbelievably like the 
shrill, sharp cries of animals. At 
other times there 
were curious, 


eerie groans and moans. And even 
in the locked security of their 
quarters sometimes they caught 
a rumbling, rolling murmur whicn 
could have been notning but a trol- 
ley car in the distance, except that 
they were perfectly aware there 
were no such things as trolley cars 
round about. All this magic and 
more was accomplished by the rest 
less shifting of the ice upon which 
their houses stood; by this, and by 
the imperceptible Jbut resistle.|3 
pressure of the water beneath the 
ice, and by the fury of the winds 
which tore constantly at those for- 
tunately eaveless roofs. 


It was a magic 
which might 


easily have been disturbing had 
the inside of the Mess Hall and the 
Administration Building been as 
the field 
without. Happily, the 


Byrd expedition which was setting 
a record for size and achievements 
under its ever so faintly limping 
commander, also set a record with 
the amount of electrical equip- 
ment it brought to brighten its 
Antarctic home. Electrically, too, 
the party set a new era in explora- 
tion. 


With the last of April the sun 


disappeared, leaving only a meager 
glint of brightness now and then 
along the horizon.Inside the huts, 
however, the first electric genera- 
tor ever transported to the Antarc- 
tic provided a flood of light for all 
purposes. Living 
quarters 
and 


workshops were amply supplied. 
Charles E. Lofgren, the storekeep- 
er, checks his goods by it .Tennant 
turned a switch wheii he went inlo 
his kitchen to prepare a meal. 


The spectacle would have made 


a curious contrast for an older ex- 
plorer, if one could have dropped 
in to pay a call, such a man, say, 
sas Amundsen, Scott, or Shackle- 
ton. Shackleton, it is true, did 
have some small electrical equip- 
ment, although he writes: "We 
never could afford to use the 
lights freely." But the others had 
been obliged to get along with 
lamps and candles which flickered 
all too feebly.

Oth;r 
Polar explorers had had radios, 
but none ever had had such equip- 
ment as Byrd took along. So com- 
plete was his preparation in this 
direction that all through bis stay 
m Little America he lived with his 
finger tip on an electric bell, by 
which he could practically ring up 
the entire world. Nothing like it 
had ever been done before. At vir- 
tually a minute's notice he could 
call New York, South America, 
Europe, San Francisco, Australia, 
and almost any spot upon the 
the world's surface he chose to 
reach. Each day he was able, jf 
he wished, to inform the world of 
what had happened in the previous 
24 hours. And this grows into a 
privilege of astounding proportions 
when it was contrasted with the 
long months during which earlier 
explorers had gone with the world 
in utter ignorance of their place or 
actions. For such as these, Polar 
expeditions meant a complete iso- 
lation from civilization. For Byrd 
it was hardly more than moving 
into an adjoining room so far as 
communication was concerned. 


By radio, Byrd was able to tell 


the outside world when he started 
out dog teams and men to lay sup- 
ply, caches southward in prepara- 
tion of his Polar flight. He was 
able to inform his vast audience 
when the first cache had beeu set 
down a hundred miles or so from 
Little America; when the second 
had been situated a hundred miles 
beyond the first; then the third 
had been established, and the 
fourth. He was able to let 
the 


world know that he was doing this 
work with four teams of dogs, that 
each each team carried about,, .a 
thousand pounds 
of 
provisions, 


that Joe de Ganahl was in change 
of the undertaking.

The radio served a multitude'ef 


purposes. It was available -w5ten.j 
Byrd wished to have the oath.* of 
citizenship given to Carl O. Peter- 
son of the expedition. Peterson 
desired to become a lieutenant in 
the Air Corps Reserve, and he was 
reluctant to wait until he got bacK 
to the United States. But it hap- 
pened that he was not a citizen, 
and all officers of the United 
States army must be citizens. It 
was a regrettable deficiency in liis 
qualifications, but by no means an 
insurmountable one. Byrd simply 
sent a message winging through 
ten thousand miles of space to the

On another, earlier occasion it 


was the radio which made possible 
a two-way conversation between 
the United States and a plane m 
which Byrd was poised three thou- 
sand feet above the icy gray Bay 
of Whales.
